Parking District | Radio Staff Busy On Programs | Juvenile Officer 


Decision Will 
Come On Oct. 4 


Many people — and many 
local business developments 


are awaiting outcome of the ap-}, 


plication to the city of Upland 
for the formation of a parking 
assessment district. 


Public hearing on the proposed 
plan of forming a downtown park- 


ing program will be held by the}: 


Upland city council Oct. 4. Per- 
sons in favor and against may 
be heard and at, conclusion of 
the hearing, the councilmen will 
decide, 


If the decision is in favor of 
forming the district, various le- 
gal steps will be taken. One step 
will concern purchase of the four 
proposed sites for the off-street 
parking of cars. Another step 
will be the sale cf bonds to pro- 
vide $204,000 for purchase of the 
property, removal of the present 
dwellings on the parking sites 
and for improvements. 

While a big majority of persons 
and owners of the downtown 
vreperty are favorable to the 
proposal, strong opposition is 
forecast from a group of First 
Ave. residents and others. For- 
inal protests are to be made in 
writing and filed with City Clerk 
Hazel Casseil prior to the hear- 
ing. 

Just as is the case in any zone 
change, the councilmen them- 
selves have the power to say 
“ves” or ‘no’ to formation of 
the district. 

It is known, however, that the 
councilmen in general favor the 
downtown project unless: some 
new development is offered at 
the public hearing. ’ 

Included in the parking district 
in general is the area from A to 
D Sts. and from the east side 
of Euclid Ave. to the éast. side 
of Third Ave. Three of the park- 
ing sites are scheduled for~the 
east side of First. Ave. One is to 
be immediately. south. of Clint’s 
market; another one between the 
Upland Inn and -Fetrow’s:Service 
station and the. third. between C 
St. and the Pacific Electric right- 
of-way. : . Y 

The fourth parking*lot would 
be on the west side of Third Ave. 
between the former Nazarene 
church and the residence at C 
St. and Third Ave. 

If the Oct. 4 decision is favor- 
able for the district, several bus-

Supply System 


Mira Loma Depot 
Houses Vast 


Mira Loma depot, seven miles 
east of Upland, contains supplies 
valued at billions of dflars and 
much of it can be rushed to 
serve in emergencies, Steven Ca- 
passo, executive officer, told Up- 
land Lions club members in the 
Upland Woman’s clubhouse at 
noon Thursday. 

Also speaking was Major J. M. 
Povala, who is in charge of the 
depot, one of many such loca- 
tions for supplying the armed 
services. Harland Horak was pro- 
gram chairman with James Col- 
gan, president, presiding. 

The depot serves all agencies 
in the nation’s defense program 
as Well as civilian defense. Hach 


'of the nine warehouses has 200 


boxcars of supplies, Mr. Capasso 
explained. Each warehouse has 
32 doors for use in rushing sup- 
plies in times of emergency and 
the depot location on two mail 
rail lines, near the Ontario air- 
port and freeway, is recognized 
as an asset. 

Economy is an important fact- 
er in operation of the plant and 
as an innovation und€r the cur- 
rent defense department, Mira 
Loma and other such depots 
serve all branches in fhe defense 
program, the speaker said. A 
minimum of military personnel 
is on each basis with employ- 
mént preference given to resi- 
dents in the area of each depot, 
Mr. Capasso said. 

The Mira Loma depot is one of 
many such installations through- 
out the world and the Air Materi- 
al command is one of the largest 
“spenders of the defense bud- 
get,’ the Official explained and 
added; ‘‘the whole concept of the 
service is changing to emphasis 
on economy.’’

As is necessary in such cases 
a matron was on hand when she 
was booked. She was put into 
|her cell and later one of the of- 
ficers on duty found her hanging 
!unconscious from the bars of her 
cell. His timely appearance saved 
her life. 





she wasn’t given a cup to drink 
from she caused some damage 
in the jail with the result that 
she was charged with two addi- 
tional counts. The cells»have a 
two way faucet which can be 
simply changed to a drinking 
fountain. It strikes me that an 
intoxicated person might find it 
difficult to manipulate even the 
simplest device and the frustrat- 
ed woman possibly thought the 
officers, in not providing a cup, 
were being unpleasant. 

We’re not justifying the acts 
which put these people in jail. In 
the first place when the police 
found the first woman she was 
in danger of being run over by 
a stream of cars. 

We do think that in the case of 
intoxicated people it would be 
more humane to protect them 
from themselves by giving them 
more care after they are jailed. 

It has happened in some other 
communities that people arrested 


actually died soon after being 
jailed. 

Drunks can be pretty revolting. 
They also, in many cases, suffer 
great remorse. They need care 
and it would be a_ worthwhile 
move for the city of Upland. to 
provide stand-by matrons who
